TUB IUfVASION OF; PROVINCIA L 
TO WIN Q RIGHTS. 

Until tlio Doiuiniun goveniment alinU 
hikve inaistod upon veaaels of C:uiadian 
nationality beiiiy placed on the auuie foot- 
iijg in iLmerican waters as American vea- 
sela are in these, it will be the duty of 
the presa of the province to constantly 
draw attention to the contest which ia now 
l>eing waged to thu maiiifust injury of 
Uritisli tugboat owners. In a late article 
it was shown that an American tug may 
tow a ship of any natioimlity tluuugh 
British waters' and past Briciah ports to 
Nunaimo or any otherport in the province; 
while a British tugboat may not, ander 
the penalty of seizure or heavy fine, 
venture to tow a British ship beyond Port 
Townaend, tlie entrance of Pugot Sound, 
To this the Nanainio Free Press niakea 
answer that such ia precisely the condition 
of things on this aido, and then rates tlio 
owners of British tugs for not patroling 
the straits to pick up ships as they arrive, 
and thus supplant their American 
rivals by superior energy and push. 
Our conteiuporar}-, perhaps, does not 
know that while an American ship may 
uso the harbor of Neah Bay (which is 
nearoat Capo Flattery) as a port of obaer- 
vatiun — for from it incoming vessels may 
be dRscried when along distance at sea— 
our ships are denied that privilege. With 
out having previously cleared at Port 
Townsend a Britisli tug may not enter 
Neah Bay except in distress or stress of 
weather. Now the distance from Victoria 
to Port Townaend and buck is about C5 
milrs, and . the cost of atoaniing 05 miles in 
the precarious hope of meeting a tow in 
the vicinity of Neah Bay ia a course the 
owners would scareoly tolerate. But sup- 
pose a British tug should clear at Port 
Townsend for Neah Bay, to 
Neah Bay she must go ; but 
she cannot leave Neah Bay and pick up a 
vessel in American waters and tuw her to 
a British port ! That would be coasting, ac- 
cording to the Americans' deGnition of 
their laws. But an American tug, clear- 
ing for Noah Bay, may pick up a vessel 
anywhere and tow her either to I'ugot 
Sound or a British port. Does not our 
contemporary see that a very groat ad- 
vantage thus rests with the American tow 
boat^" Again, a British ship whose 
Inat port of departure was San Francisco 
or some other .American port, and whose 
destiriation is an American port on Pugot 
Sound, cannot be towed by a British tug 
even to Port Townsend. That would be 
coasting, according to the American defi- 
niiion. And suppose, again, that a 
vesael coming from England, Aus- 
tralia, or some South American port, 
and bound for an American port on Puget 
Sound, IS towed by u British tug to Towna- 
end, there she mu.st be cast oil', because to 
tow her aboN'e that port would bo coasting 
again. From every possible standpoint it 
cannot bo denied that British tuga are 
placed at an enoriudus disadvantage in the 
race with Auiericuu tugs. 'I'lie Free I'reas 
is of opinion tliat thuir [loaition i.s I'sseii- 
tlally tlio same; but uniil liiiti.-.li lug.-i 
may tow piist Port Townaeiid as freely a.-i 
American tuga now tow pa.st Victoria, our 
tugs cannot bo run prolitably. The pro- 
vince has some 5-250,000 invested in tow- 
boats that are debarred by the iUiberality 
of American laws and theliberalty of Can- 
adian laws from earning a living in their 
own watera! If Seattle, 'I'ucouiu and oth- 
er porta abuvo Townsend were ports of en- 
try, as Nanaimo, Burrard Inlet, etc., on 
this aide of the lino, are, then the positions 
would bo identical. At present ihoy are 
widely divergent. No amount of aopIuH- 
try wUI alter .solemn facts. Here is one; 
But yesterday tlio British tug Sardonyx 
lowed a British uiiip frnin Royal lioads 
to Port Townaend, and there she had to 
hand the ship over to an American tug to 
take her higher up the Sound. That is 
the way American coasting laws operate 
as regard British shipping interests. Tt 
is a jugliandled policy, indeed, the handle 
being always turned towards the American. 
What is wanted is a strong rmnonatrance 
to the Dominion government against a con- 
tinuance of this most ruinous and unequal 
policy. No American tugs should be al- 
luwad to do in British waters what a Can- 
adian vessel may not do in American 
waters.

Party feeling in the house of commons 

was strong enough to defeat Sir Michael 
Hicka-Boacli's moti(jn to the effect lliat 
"the I'.ouso regrets to litul that the cour.se 
pursued by Uer Alajesty'a g(jveruniment 
liaa not tended to promote the success of 
(lonoral Gordon's mission, and that even 
such stops as may be necessary to secure 
his personal safety are still delayed." But 
this is only a mild expeaaion of the feel- 
ing of tlie general public. 'J'lie govern- 
ment do not seem to understand or do not 
heed the anxiety which is everywhere felt 
as to the fate of Oeneral tiordon. "This 
anxiety ia not confined to London," says 
the Times, "or fomented by the opposi- 
tion prints, aa ia aometimes suggeate i; it 
is'discernible in the organs of all claaaea, 
and ia plainly manifested in the north of 
England and Scotland, llie atrongholda of 
liberalism." 'Ihe government do not 
seem to feel their responsibility. The 
coolnesa and indifference 4vith which they 
shirk their obligations are remarkable, but 
the feeble excuse that has been made — 
that General Gordon has overstepped the 
bounds of hia orders in the Soudan — does 
not satisfy the English people. It is the 
universal opinion that the honor of the 
country doinaiida that Gordon shall be 
rescued from his peril. There is a com- 
plaint that the gDvernnient are uncandid 
on the subject. In reading recent dis- 
patches from Egypt certain portions were 
omitted, particularly Sir Evelyn Baring's 
remarks that Gordon evidently thinks ho 
is going to bo abandoned, and ia very in- 
dignant. Some of the members ventured 
to ask some questions ill regard to these 
omissions and also in regard to another 
dispatch from Sir Evelyn Baring which 
said, "General Gordon is evidently ex- 
pecting holj) from Suakin, and ho has 
ordered meaaengors to scout along the 
road from Berber to ascertain whether an 
English force is advancing; under certain 
circumstancosl think an ellbrt should be 
made to help Geiuiral ( lurdon from Sua- 
kin." But the Speaker made some tech- 
nical objection to these fjnestiuns and they 
wore not answered. Tlie g'lvernment 
seem to think that by the introduction of 
a popular ineasuro lifco . the franchise bill 
they will divert public attention from the 
affairs in tlio Soudan ; but, as the Times 
aaya, "for ono who fcola strongly about 
the lot of the unenfranchised lal.urer.i, 
there are icoras who are anxious as lo the 



fate of the soldier who has gone forth 
single-handed to meet danger ,is the emis- 
sary of England; and is ,, possessed of a 
heroic spirit which conquers universal ad- 
miration."

It would bo perfectly pos.sil)le for 
a French small craft to put an Kngli,'>h 
small craft out of action before the Eng- 
lish boat had a chance tjf firing lu'r linavy 
guns on which she has to depend ulune

Nt:w YoitK, May 29.— In the Grant & 
Ward impiiiy to-day, h^ish, president of 
the ftfarino bank, testified that ciintracts 
in the passbook were numbered conaecu- 
tively by Ward. Witne.sa acknowledged 
he had dealings in an alleged flour con- 
tract. The notes which ho discounted for 
(iraiit it Ward, he understood, wore in 
payment for the purchase of flour for the 
United States government, fie was givon 
to understand the contracts were assigned 
to Grant it Ward, for thoiii to till through 
some person whom tliey should designate. 
He had sometimes a.ikod to see the con- 
tracts, biii Wanl would toll him they were 
confidential and ciuild not bo shown. The 
business of tho firm of Grant & Ward, ho 
was told, could not be disclosed to other 
inombers of the firm for prudential rea- 
suiis. Ward said a public diacuaaioii of 
these contriirts might injure General 
Grant and all'ect hia prospects for a nomi- 
nation for preaideut in tlio future. Tho 
profits derived from the supposed con- 
tracts had averaged from 8 to 10 per cent, 
a month for the last year and a half. Me 
had never insisted upon knowing by 
whose right the contracts wore made. Ho 
had been in the habit of discounting tho 
notes of Grant & Ward at 9 per cent, and 
then having I huni discounted at a much 
lower rate. Eish said tho bank's surplus 
he uaed to take up old outstanding claims 
for the benefit of the Marino b ink. In- 
dian contracts were very large and profits 
were ])roporti(uiately largo. He under- 
stood, he said, the government has ordered 
provisions and was willing to pay a higher 
price for them. Tho statements made by 
Eiali at the examination, and the publica- 
tion of Grant's letters to him, were the 
chief topics last night. In his testimony 
yesterilay, when asked what representa- 
ticius Ward made to him in relation to 
government contracts, Eish said: "Ho 
came to me with a memoiMiiduin and 
wanted to sell tho government so mauy 
tlKuisand bushels of oats and ao many 
bales of hay, and he assured ine of In- 
dian contracts. When I asked him 
through whose influence ho got thoao con- 
tr.icts, or bmi^bt them, he gave mo to un- 
deralaaii that Senatur Clnitl'eo, General 
(iraiu, President Arthur and various 
other people who had political power were 
assisting I'.ini. Me t(dd me directly that 
President Arthur was in with him on 
tionie of these contracts. 1 seldom went 
tn the olhce of Grant it \N'ard, but when I 
dill 1 generally found there General 
G l iint ,Senat(u- Chall'ee and various people 
whom he t<dd me aasialed him about ttiese 
contriiutH. I pliiued great t'eliailuo uU tlie 
statement of Grant, and those letters of 
his to mo threw ine oil' my guard more 
than anything tilse could have done."

Two OtUei'«..ii Severely 
1 ' Scorclicil.i. 



Y'eaterday morning about 8 o'clock the 
city was startled by n tiro alarm sounded 
from the hook and ladder station, which 
was' speedily repented by tho bells from 
the other stations. Tho fire wa.s in some 
wooden Chinoso shanties on tho south aide 
of Fiagard noar iStore street. The whole 
of the companios turned out, aud with tho 
chief and his assistant were soon on the 
spot with tho Deluge steamer and the 
hook and ladder apparatus. Some delay 
was caused by the hnae being taken by 
uustake to the hydr.mt instead of the 
engine, and tho three shanties on Fiagard 
atroot were speedily in Hames, and also 
the cabins in the alleyway next to Air. 
Moulobio's, and even the gablo end of 
his building caught. The aliautiea ou Fia- 
gard atreot were only one story, and the 
ouo in which tho tiru cunimenoed waa the 
largest, tho chimney falling with a heavy 
crash. When the fire was first porcoivod 
by a man iu tho vicinity, he tried Ui open 
the door, but found it locked, ho then got 
an axe and burst it open and found two 
women and two children in tho houso. 
Ha immediately gut them out. Two of 
tho children about six years of ago wore 
badly burnt about tho face. Two streams 
wore got on the buildings, one from the 
engine and anoUier from an adjacent hy- 
drant, but they were aiieeilily rinluced to 
aahoa, as well aa aome f(jui' or live of tlie ] 
cabins in the alleyway adjoining iMr.

A bystander thus doacribea what took 
place when the fire was at its worst, lie 
says a Chinese child about flvo years old 
was brought out and placed on his back in 
the open space of ground opposite, with 
the strong rays of tlu! sun falling full on 
his burned face. Two I'hiylishnii'U who 
observed this told the Ohinuiuen and 
woineii to cover the chdd's face, and got 
some oil and fiour, and koop the air from 
tho burned portions. They thon depart- 
ed thinking that this would bo ationded 
to, but on returning in about an hour 
they found tho chiid still lying iu the 
aaiuo place in the sun, aud one of thorn 
carried the boy to a cabin near al hand. 
Here anoliier child was fimnd badly 
burnt, t»ut nobody seoniod to lake any 
notice of tho children, uor did any one 
attempt to send for a doctor. FUuir and 
oil were at last prociireil by tho English 
men and placed on tho scorched faces of 
tho unfortunate children. .At last a boy 
v/as found who wont for the Chinese doc- 
tiir who, when he came, immediately ran 
off to find the necessary ointments. The 
Chinese throughout tho fire displayed 
their accustomed criminal apathy, which 
was only enlivened by their anxiety to 
save their goods and chattoU, the burned 
childron being treated with utter indif- 
ferouco. Tho two children were left in a 
dark den, aud their recovery was con- 
sidered doubtful. The chief engineer ex- 
presses his satisf.action with the alacrity 
with which the men turned out, ami the 
way in which tlir^y worked at the tire. 

The houso whore tho tiro originated is 
the same in which a Chinoso waa murder- 
ed some years ago. 

Last evening the ruiua of tho Dre wore 
stiUsmoking. Both of tho injured child- 
ren were still alive in charge of their 
mother. Several talcs are told as lo tho 
origin of the tire, the last one being that 
tho woman left a coal oil lamp burning be- 
side the childron as they lay in bod. The 
oldest child appears to have been about 
six years old. Tho mystery will probably 
never be cleared up. 

IJirgK Fire in I'iirllaiHL 

At 2 o'clock Thursday morning a fire 
broke out in a saloon on First stree. bo- 
tr.'een Yamhill and Taylor. It communi- 
cated to J. F. Powers' furniture store ad- 
joining, thence to the building on the 
corner of Yamhill, and soon the enlii o 
corner waa in iLunes. The .■\rion saloon 
on Yamhill street being a brick building 
checked tlic flames. It waa sumo time 
before the lire was got under control. 
When tho police broke in the doura 
of tho saloon tho llamou burst out 
with a fury that seomod strongly indica- 
tive of koroHoiie. The losses by tho fire 
are roughly placed at §.!.0,000.

Naples, April 15. — The caatle of Pizzo- 
falione, on the hill overlooking the lovely 
shore of Santa Lucia, in this city,ha8 been 

the scene of a remarkable tragedy. The 
castle is a military barracks filled with in- 
fantry. The tortuous road down to the 
sea ia bordered by cabins inhabited by tho 
faniilios of veterans. Tho tragedy occur- 
red on tho night of Easter Sunday, about 
9 o'clock. A knit of Piedmontese and 
Lnmbardy soldiers began to chaff a Cala- 
breae corporal, jeering at his country, mim- 
i.-king his yatoia, and tantalizing him in 
everj' way. A aorgeaut entered and drove 
tho soldiers to bed. An hour afterward 
ouo Salvatoro Miadea, a Calabriau soldier 
of the Ninetoon infantry, stole ijuiotly 
from his bed, took a, gun and u hundred 
rounds of cartridges, and stationed him- 
aidf al the door of tlie barrack. Ho piled 
the cartridges on a bench, loaded hia mus- 
ket, and kneeling down began torire upon 
every Piendnioiiteae and Lombard soldier 
in sight. T'ho first shot brought down the 
sergeant who had atopuod tho warfare of 
words. He fired as rapidly as possible, 
every shot either killing or wounding a 
comrade. 

The aleoping regiment waa aroused. Aa 
fast as tho soldiers sprang from their bods 
they wore shot down. The rogiiuout waa 
panic stricken. Tho graduatoa who ruah- 
□d for tho dour and tried to csrral the hu- 
man tiger, wero shot down. The remaind- 
er of the soldiers sought shelter in their 
rooms. Miadea then entered the rooms 
one after tho other killing and wounding 
all but tho Cahiboae. From the windowa 
of each roiMii he would ahoot down ou tho 
soldiora outside. In one room half a doz- 
en aoldiers had crowded under their beds. 
They caught the infuriated man by the 
legs as he entered and pulled him to the 
door. Although ho fought like a tiger the 
gun waa taken from hiiu aud hia handa 
were tied behind him. Ho bit and acratoh- 
ed aU who caiue near him aud ho was fin- 
ally gagged. Maantiuie tho barrack waa 
filled with terror. Affrighted aoldiers 
sprang from the windows breaking arms 
and legs and the place echoed with tho 
cries of tho svoundod. Smoke filled overy 
room. The walls wore furrowed by bul- 
lets ami blood was evarywhoro seen. Six 
inon wero killed outright and five wore 
mortally wounded. They wero all natives 
of Lombardy and Piedmont and of good 
families. 

The Calabrian was neither drunk uor 

crazy. Ho recognized hia countrymen 
while shooting, shouting, "Don't bo afraid, 
you're a Oalabro.io, I'll not ahoot you." 
Seeing a young conscript quaking with 
fear, ho cried, "Keep quiet, you're only 
conscript. I won't hurt you.', In all ho 
fired nearly a hundred Founds of cart- 
ridges. VVhen arruated he snarled like a 
tiger and keep it up the whole night. 
Gou. Mezzacapo queationod him beforo he 
was iinprisonoi, He replied that he knew 
what he waa about, but that ho could not 
not bear to hear tho Piedmontese and 
Lombards making fun of the Calabreso. 

Before joing the regiment Miadea waa 
a brigand. He has often boaated of hia 
deadly exploits to hia comrades. Ho fre- 
quently said that ho hated mankind, aud 
that ho lovod no one — not even hia moth- 
er. He is twonty-ono years old, rod-head- 
ed and has high cheek bonos. Ho waa 
scut to the prison of Costel del Nuova. 
The hospital of La Trinista is filled with 
hia victims. Thousands attended the fun- 
erals of those who wero slain outright.

New York, May 25. —A Sun special 
from Wheeling of tho 24th says: In 
NotkiiiBville, Mineral county, VV. V., a 
little straggling village half hid in the 
leafy inounlaius, three lively young ladiea 
intended to play an innocent practical 
joke on Arthur Knowlton, a rather airy 
young clurk in tho principal general town. 
To this end they liberally seasoned a pie 
with white powder, which thoy supposed 
to bu Epsom salts, but which turned out 
to bo a deadly drug.

EASTERN STATES. 

Po.sroN, May 30. — Tiie froat did great 
damage all over New England last night. 
In strawberries around Taunten, the crop 
valued at many thousand dollara, ia said 
to be quite ruined. In New Hampshire 
aovoral inches of anow fell. Around 
Norwich ice a quarter of au inch thick 
was formed, and all the crops which can 
bo killed by cold wore ruined. In Ver- 
mont the tender crops wore killed, though 
corn was not advanced auQiciently to be 
hurt much. Fruit is badly injured. 

Buffalo, May 30, — Quite a heavy anow 
storm prevailed along the Lake Shore 
road thia morning. 

PouuiiKKi'siK, N. Y., May 30.— The 
therinomoter laat night was down to 25 
freezing fruits and vegetables of all 
sorts in Duchess and Ulster counties. The 
grape crop is fully half destroyed. Esti- 
mated damagea, several hundred thouaund 
dollara. 

PnTSBURQ, May 30. — Thoa. J. Wilson, 
oil broker, whoae accounta are overdrawn 
§97,000, loft suddenly for New York thia 
afternoon with hia wife. Detectives have 
been shadowing his house for two days. 
Telegrams have been sent east to arrest 
him for conspiracy. There is groat ex- 
citement to-night and other arroata are ex- 
pected. Search ia being made for about 
^200,000 in securities, sent yesterday or 
Saturday and of which there is no trace. 

Nkw YoRii, May May 30. — Twenty-five 
thousand people went to Oakland thia af- 
ternoon to v/itnosa the sculling match be- 
tween Courtney and Roas, but at the hour 
for the raeo tho wind prevented a start 
and tho race was postiioned until to-mor- 
row. 

CuicAoo, May liO. — The rowing race be- 
Iweoii Peter (,'onloy, of Portland, Maine, 
aud John Teenier, of Pittsburg, three miles 
with a turn, for §1,000 a side, occurred at 
Peellmau this afternoon aud wos very close- 
ly contested from the start to the finish. 
Teemor finished first by half a length in the 
extremely good time of 20 minutes, 9^ sec. 

Pour Jervis, N. Y. , May 30. — There 
was a heavy frost all through thia section 
this morning. Grape vines and fruit 
tioes in many cases are ruined. There 
waa ice on lake Naszi, N. J. 

FRANCE. 

1'aris, May 30. — Rochofort in replying 
in hia journal. La intransiquean, to tho 
requoat of Gon. Grant for an audi- 
ence, but guarded myself from accepting. 
I could not forget how aa preaideut of tho 
U. S. during the war of 1870, he lost no 
chance to show his hostility to France,not 
only were our defeats saluted at the white 
house by toasts to Geriuan successes, but 
Washburn, an American minister to 
France, abused without shame hia diplo- 
matic immunity, and made himself an ac- 
tive agent for Bismarck, and twice a week 
pasied through his advices of state aeige 
addressed to King William. Keretry now 
prefect at Paris arrested several Ameri- 
c;in agents who wero spies in tho sorvico 
of Prussia aud whom he expelled from tho 
country in 1878. When ux-preaidenl 
Grant waa entertained at statu dinners in 
Berlin following tho review of German 
troops given in his honor, he proposed a 
toast to Emperor Bismarck of the German 
army which had beaten France, saying: 
".A.nd after what we have just seen and 
will al way boat her." This atyle of ser- 
vices of France during tho strugtjlo for 
American independence arose from nood. 
Grant felt to win the German vote in 
his campaign for tho third presidential 
term. Rochefort'a statemants are attract- 
ing unusual attention in Paris. 

NEWFOUNDLAND. 
St. Johns, N. F., May 30.— The New 
foundland sealing brig Ounfederate, Oapt. 
Thus. Green, of Harbor Grace, with a 

crew of 79, was caught in a formidable ice 
nip in Notre Damo Bay on .April 28th and 
thrown completely on tho ice. 

The ship lies over on her side with hor 
yardarru on the ico. Ou the 20tb of May 
live of her crew voluuteered to go to land, 
distant nearly '20 niili-s, and report the sit- 
uation. At imminent peril and in an ex- 
hausted conditiou they reached Twnlligate, 
boarded the steamer Hercules 'and arrived 
here this evening. They report all provis- 
ions consumed except bread, the last pound 
of fuel exhausted. There is oceau ice all 
around and as the ship thus beset is drifting 
out to sea, there is danger of the whole 
crow being starved to death. A powerful 
sealing steamer was at once dispatched to 
till! rescue. Cajjl. Cross, of llio otoimicr 
Hercules, reports ice to the eastward of 
Xolre Dame Bay as far as the oye can reach 
and iiiuiiuierable icebergs. 

ENGLAND. 

London, May 30. — A explosion of dyna- 
mite occurred outside of tho detective of 
tice of Scotland yard, in London at 9.35 
this evening. The corner of the buildings, 
which waa composed of thick brick work, 
was blown off to a height of thirty feet, 
taking with it a portion of the side walla 
and revealing an aperture fifteen wide. 
Many cartloads of debris lying around at- 
test to the strength of tho explosion. A 
broiudiam standing opposite the point of 
explosion was wrecked and the coachman 
injured. A policeman was blown across _ 
the yard and striking against a wall was 
injured. Several others wero injured by 
cuts from glass which flow in all diroctions. 
Tho explosive appears to have boon plac- 
ed in a urinal lot into tho wall at the rear 
of a large building occupied by detectives. 

London, May 30. — Later search result- 
ed in the di.scovery of more explosive ma- 
terials. A canniater of unexploded dyna- 
mite was found in Scotland Yard. Tho 
individual wdio lighted tho fuao waa beset 
by an indignant and excited crowd, but 
maniiged to inako his escape by 
jumping into a cab, which was soon 
lost sight of in tho darkness of 
tho night and great confusion. A 
policonian and four others were injured, 
and aro pronounced to be in a precarious 
condition. Hixteon paokota of dynamite 
with fuao attached wero found at 10:30 to- 
night under Nelson's monument, Trafal- 
gar square.

Tiicro 
is no intense cold, thu theruionietcr seld- 
om if over going below fourtcLMi iloyrei's 
above zeroVand Ihcru is no doop snow, six 
inches being about tliu ;iverayo. As much 
as fourteen! mchos have been known to fall 
though oven that afforded only two or 
tlivee days' sleighing, as the snow remains 
on the gronud but i\ few days at a time, 
while frost iiarJly oiitora tho ground. ,N\'o 
have no sweltering hot uud fatiguing days 
and niglits, but delightful, balmy weather, 
with a refreshing breeze and cool nights, 
which thoroughly re-invigorate both man 
and beast for the labors of the day. Thun- 
der storms, dog days and hydrophobia aro 
unknown. About tl>o first week in iMarch 
of this year fjardcning was coiiuiienced, 
some Mowers were iu bloom; and by tho 
first week in April all nature had put on 
its verdant glory, spangled with innum- 
erablu fragrant blossoms and tlowors.

and people seeking health are pouring in 
to enjoy the benclit.'i of the licakh giving 
air of Vietorui. The atuio.sphere is 
charged' with ozone, which is caused by 
the salt air from the I'acific Ocean passing 
over the snow-clad Olyuii)ian mountains 
(about sixty miles south. vest of the city, 
in Washington Territory), mid again tak- 
ing up saltness from tho waters of I'uget 
Wound. It is .naid that this gives the air 
of Victoria a peculiar health-giving pro- 
perty unequalled anywhere for invalids 
seeking health . Whilst speaking of Vic- 
toria as a place for invalid.s, it will not be 
amiss to say something about tho scenery.

she had ever beheld. What I have said 
about .the climate of Victoria (excepting 
that portion respecting tho health giving 
air) will apply to all the east coast of the 
island, though in siuue portions it is a lit- 
tle wannoi-. The rain fall is all that can 
bo desired for agricultural purpusoa, and it 
mostly occurs at night. 

It is impossible to deal with tho agri- 
cultural resources of the country, as ctun- 
parativoly little is known respecting tho in- 
terior. 'I'he island railroad, now in course 
of construction, will, however, open up a 
large tr.ict of country to the settlers 
What farm land is now known in thii 
hiaanich, Ccnvichaii, Ciunax, Souk and 
other districts has as rich soil us the best 
land in Manitoba. Improved farms in the 
hands of young English giuitleiiien are 
iKiw coining into the market at reasonable 
figures.

Considering the climate, tho 
rich anil, ami hiu'h price for all farm [iro- 
diieo, 1 believe lliera cannot be a inorii ile- 
sirable place for the fanner. ] have no 
hesitation in saying that a farm of fifty 
acres of good land here is wortli more 
than a hundred in the east. All you have 
to do is to BOW your land witii good seed, 
and you are sure of a bountiful return. 
No Weevil, midge, wire-worm, potato bugs, 
or ill fact any faniuTs' pe^la exist liere. 
There are no .scl'-. i;liiiig liot days and sul- 
try nights, no deep snow, or no frost to 
impede work, conseciueiitly you are not 
driven like a slave for six months and 
frozen in for the other six, but have 
steady, easy work all the year round. 
With all its advaiitages the country has, 
however, one drawback, the scarcity and 
high price of labor.
